‘BRADFORD HFBREW CONGREGATION. 


The opening of the first synagogue at Bradford, which we report ‘at | 


length in another column, is invested with unusal significance. The cere. 


monial which was performed on Tuesday last does not merely represent the | i. 
establishment of a congregation which had grown from humble beginnings. 


For thirty or forty years Bradford has contained a number of German Jewish 
residents, possessed, for the most part, of considerable means. But the 


elements of Jewish congregationalism were wanting. The Jewish inhabitants 


of Bradford had brought with them from Germany the eclectical principles 
which are only too characteristic of Teuton enlightenment. Some of them, 


were content to be enrolled in the neighbouring congregations of Leeds and - 
Manchester, others were unattached to any congregation, and there were few 


indications, if any, of a tendency to cohesiveness. About ten years ago the 
Chief Rabbi visited Bradford with the object of promoting the establishment 
of a congregation. It would appear that the Bradford Jews were, at the 
time, sufficiently numerous and wealthy to realize Dr. Adler’s wishes; but 
their extreme views made them litt!e disposed to deter to orthodox ecclesi- 
Within three 
years steps began to be taken to form a ‘Jewish Association.” The Rey, 
Dr. Joseph Strause, a gentleman endowed in a high degree with the virtues 


and qualifications essential to a religious guide, was appointed minister of 


the Association. Commencing with the delivery of lectures on Jewish subjects 
on Sundays, Dr, Strauss, by an admirable combination of zeal and tact, set to 
work to consolidate the Bradford community, the leading membefs of which he 
gradually succeeded in inspiring with his own religious fervour. The Sunday 
evening lectures were exchanged for religious services which were held regularly 
on Sabbaths and festivals, while classes for the instruction ofthe Jewish youth 
were conducted on Sunday morning. Dr, Strauss also compiled a religious 
manual for his pupils. About three years ago, Dr. Strauss exerted himself 
to bring about an affiliation of his congregation with the West London 
Synagogue of British Jews on the same principle as that on which the syna- 
gogue at Manchester is allied to the London body. The advanced views of the 
majority ‘of the Bradford community offered, at that time, an impediment to 
such anamalgamation. Since then negotiations have been reopened with the 


Berkeley Street Synagogue, and as there is a growing desire on the part of 
the Bradford Jews to ally themselves with some section of the community, 


there is every reason to hope that this time the deliberations will lead to s 
successful issue. A considerable step has already been taken in this direc- 


tion by the adoption of the ritual of the West London Synagogue. The 


delivery of the dedicatory sermon by the Rey. A. Lowy is -also an indication 
of the mutual desire of the two communities to be confederated. The zeal 
evinced by the leading Jews of Bradford, by the late Charles Semon ant 
Charles Calmann, by Mr. Bernhard tohen and Mr. Jacob Moser, without 
whose liberality the synagogue could hardly have been established, is above

earliest notice of census-taking to be found in literature,

| first census which had been compiled. It would seem that the Israelites, at 
least the adult male population, must have been more or less accurately — 
counted when they leit Egypt, for their numbers are given at 600,000. The 
returns which were made later, in the third and fourth month after the 
| Exodus, by which time the number of males had increased to 603,550, were - 
the first official returns, and they were prepared in a maniier which was @ 
| peculiar to the Mosaic census and enforced with great stringency. A poll-tax 
of halfa shekel was to be levied upon every male of twenty years of age and —

of money contributed. This tax, which served as an atonement or pro- —

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The idea expressed in the rabbinical aphorism, “ No blessing rests on that 
which is counted” still lingers among Mahommedan natious. The atone- 


ment which formed such a marked feature in the Mosaic census finds its remark- 
able analogy in the Roman custom known as Lustrum. It was customary | 
jn ancient Rome for one of the two censors after they had both taken a census of 


the population, once in five years, to perform a Justrum or solemn purifica- 


tion of the people. This ceremony consisted of the offering of sacrifices, the 


sprinkling of water, and other purificatory rites. Not only was the popula- 
tion thus purified every five years, afte: the taking of the census, but fields 


arid flocks were subjected to lustration in order to preserve them from blight, — 


disease and other evils. The Koman armies’ were Justrated before 
they took the field, and the same ceremony was observed before 
fleets took sail, so that the IJnstration was a sort of military or 


naval review. Some grammarians derive the Latin term lustrwm 


from luo “I pay,’ but whether this derivation be correct or not, 
there is a remarkable identity in the principles underlying the Mosaic and 
Roman census. According to the explanation of the Midrash the census 
which is referred to at the commencement of the 30th chapter of Exodus was 
undertaken after the plague with which those who had joined in the worship 
of the Apis were smitten, in order to ascertain the extent of the ravages 
which had heencommitted. Another census was taken in the second month 
of thesecond year for a double purpose, to ascertain the number of fighting 
men and the amount of redemption money due on the firstborn of persons 
and cattle. The Israelites were again numbered before they entered Canaan. 
Frequent notices are interspersed in the Bible of censuses taken 
hy the Kings. The numbering of David was completed by Solomon. A 
valuable item of information afforded by So!omon’s figures is the number of 
foreigners resident in Palestine in that monarch’s reign. They amounted to 
153,600 or about one-tenth of the population—a fact which testifies to the 
clement treatment which foreigners uniformly received from the Israelites. 
When the Jews returned to Palestine from Babylon, another census 
was necessarily taken. This served the special purpose of settling 


questions of inheritance and pedigree. It will be seen that there is a 


notable difference between these Biblical enumerations and modern census- 
takings. While the object’ of the modern institution is to ascertain the entire 
population of a country as well as other particulars concerning each indivi- 
dual, the Biblical census only took note of the number of males above the age 


of twenty. Women and children not being able to contribute to. the defence of 


the country, but being lookea upon ratheras fruges consumere nati, were not 


reckoned as forming any part of the body politic. In aninferior state of civili- - 


zation such a rough computation would be sufficient for all practical purposes. 


As civilization advances the necessity of tabutating detailed information — 


becomes more imperative. Ifenceit is that a dewand fora religious census in 
this country is growing daily more accentuated, The year 1891 may possibly 


sce the realization of what has become a real want, Of this we may, at all 


events, be sure, that as civilization advances the information embodied in the 
census will need to be more elaborate. To posterity, our present returns of 


the population will perhaps appear as rude and incomplete as the ancient 
Mosaic census of males above the age of twenty. | 


| | REVERENCE FOR THE DEAD, | | | 
While the good sense of Englishmen has been shocked by the pathetic 
complaints to which Canon Farrar, the Rector of St Margaret’s Westminster, 


_ has given publicity touching the neglect into which the churchyard of St. 


Margaret’s has been allowed to fall, appeals had been lodged with a committee 
of the House of Commons by the Jewish congregations of Birmingham and 
Chatham, whose burial grounds the railway had threatened to absorb. In 
the rich neighbourhood of Westminster, and, nestling under the shadows of 


Westminster At-bey, an ancient cemetery is flooded ‘with water in winter, 


and at other times is conv+rted into a playground by street arabs, for the 
want of £3,: 00 which would be the,cost of restoration. The rector of St, 
Margaret’s has repeatedly remonstrated with the local Vestry Board abovt 
the matter, and the Dean of Westminster has at times appealed to his con- 
gregation, but in vain. Within the same precincts ot Westminster, two pro- 
vincial congregations, the larger of which had refused £10,000 from the 


Midland ttailway Company, bave sought to defend the invivlable rights of 
their cemeteries, The affectionate reverence with which Jews treat their dead | 


is at the present day, as it has ever been, characteristic of them. The 


anxiety of Abraham to acquire by purchase a burial ground which should 
belong to his family in persetuity, and his refusal to accept it asa gift, isa | 
_ remarkably ea:ly instance of this exercise of piety. From the standpoint 
- of the ancient Biblical incident, it was not such an ungenerous suggestion. 
which was made the other day at-a meeting of the Hanley Burial Board 


Committee who bad before them the application of the Han'ey Jewish Con- 
gregation ior a portion of the general cemetery to be set aside as a gift 


* for Jewish purposes. It was said that as the Jews wanted a piece of land for 
___ themselves, and a separate gateway as well as a separate thoroughfare, they 


would save the Town Council a great deal of difficulty if they purchased a ground 


for their own purposes, The narrative of Abraham’s purchase of the Cave of 


Macpelah is not the only passage in Scripture which testifies to the respect 
in which mortal remains were held by the Hebrews, Even the body of a 
criminal was not allowed by Mosaic law to be exposed over night. Joab 


was careful to bury all the remains of the slain enemy. Only in extreme | 


instances, when it was necessary to make a terrible example of those who 
had outraged religion, were the corpses of the dead disturbed. Interment 
and not cremation was customary among Jews. As the burning of Saul 
and lis sons was an exceptional measure, intended, perhaps, to prevent 
hostile violence to the royal corpses, no argament can be dedaced from that 


Ancident in favour of cremation as a Jewish custom. There is another Scrip- 


toral pastage which is supposed to make mention of the burning of corpses, 


but it is probable that it merely refers to the Oriental custom of burning |

few. It was permitted to remove a human body, when once interred, to — 
Palestine or to its family vault, or from a non-Jewish to a Jewish burial- | 
ground, Disintermeut was also allowed in order to save a human corpse 
from being swamped with water or from any other desecration. Bat, 


generally speaking, a grave once closed was not allowed to be re-opened, even 


for purposes of identification or for the performance of some rite which had been _ 
omitted. So inviolable was a grave held to be, that it was considered a sa‘e 
spot for depositing treasures, Post-mo tem examinations are always, when | 
possible, avoided by Jews, An interesting discussion is to be found in one — 
of the responsa prudentum as to whether a body may be dissected for the 
purpose of discovering the source of a malady, The operation is only - 
allowed when the knowledge so acquired is of immediate use for a patient 
who happens to be suffering from the same malady. The question of 
— dissecting the body of a person who, during his lifetime, has sold himself to 
| the doctors is likewise considered and decided in the negative. Not less 


‘interesting is the discussion in another of the responsa whether a corpse may 
be transferred from a burial-ground which has only been bought for a term 
of years and the possession of which is about to lapse (so that there is a fear 


of its being desecrated) to a burial-ground which has been acquired in 


perpetuity. To remove a corpse from one town which possesses a cemetery 


_ to another is only allowed at the express wish of the deceased or in case of 


removal to a family vault. It is almost unnecessary to say that Judaism 
does not countenance any of those ghastly exhibitions of the dead which 
have eo morbid on interest for some persons, such as lyings in state and 


| wakes. Human bones found lying about in 8 cemetery are to be considered as. 


sacred as an entire corpse; they are not permitted to be buried with a 
corpse in one coffin, A disused coffin is not allowed to be put to any other 
use. Two coffins may not be interred together, nor may two corpses be 
placed at the side of one another, unless there are certain degrees of consan-: 
guinity between them. <A corpse lying unburied is to te interred where it is 
found, and shonid not be conveyed to a distant cemetery. The Jewish custom 
of watching adead body is designed to prevent it from being injared by vermin 
or otherwise before burial. The various laws of the Tahara (purification) are 
framed with the object of securing reverence for the dead. Those engaged in the 
performance of the obsequies are released {rom compliance with other precepts. 
The performance of funeral rites takes precedence even of the study of the Law. 
To enter a cemetery arrayed in Zephillin or trailing the Zizith along the 
ground is regarded as offering an indignity to the dead who are unable to 
perform these precepts. The graveyard itself is likewise to be treated with 
the utmost reverence. Within its sacred precincts a'l frivolous occupations 
and even untimely thoughts are to be ayoided, cattle may not graze in it, 
nor may a water-conduit or a public footpath be carried through ‘ that 
small model of the barren earth which serves as paste and cover to our 
bones.” To gather flowers in a cemetery or to remove the soil is equally

avd Moses ben Maiwon are exe: lent representatives of two opposite tendencies 
of Judaism..

‘and was directly opposed to the philosophising tendencies of the school which 


the ‘Great Eagle” had founded. Each was a great Talwudist in his way, the 
one in a scientific manner, the other in. eporadic decisions of isolated difficulties, 
To put the contrast in a familiar form, we may say thac Maimcnides was a 
Liberal, Solomon ben Adereth a Conservative, both necessary constituents of an

the Alliance Isracite, As the case af Germany clearly shows, the opinion 


of our neighbours concerning us has a vital consequence for us in modern 
times. To that opinion, the Oriental Jew, in this age of travel, gives an 


item and his intellectual condition therefore directly concerns us. 


The need of education for the Eastern Jew is further enbanced by his 


peculiar position, He acts as the go-hetween among. diverse races, some 


of whom are too proud for business and others too stupid; the Jew mediates 
between pride and stupidity. Though he frequently benefits bot parties in 


puch transactions, they afford considerable temptations, which are often 


not resisted, for a somewhat unfair division of the spoil, To eradicate the 
more depressing effects of ignorance, to divert Jewish energies into ennobling 
channels, to bring the beneficial. force of culture to bear on our brethren in 
the East, the most efficient means that can be devised is the training of the 
new generation on a liberal and rational system of education. Bat it must 


be granted that certain difficulties stand in the. way, Even supposing the 


financial difficulties removed —and nowadays when the object is really worth y 
financial difficulties are not allowed to stand in the way—there would yet 


: remain the di ficulty of inducing the Oriental Jews t6 be educated. The want 


of a rational system of mental training has itself led many of them to object 
to a modern education. As most of our readers will doubtless recollect, one 
their objection to an education not entirely based on the Talmud.

On Sunday last, the day of the interment of the remains of the (za; 
members of the Hebra 75M }'})) O’Y held a Funeral Service in memory of 
Emperor at their- synagogue in Catherine Wheel Alley, Bishopsgate. Every inch of 
space in the body and gallery of the little synagogue was occupied, and even the 
stairs were thronged, by a congregation consisting, with only one or two exceptions, 
of Russians and Poles, Three times the number of persons that could be admitted 
The synagogue presented a sombre appearance, the walls 
being hung with black curtains on which were the following inscriptions stitcheg

oe. grievous mourning of the Jews for the death of the Emperor Alexander "+ algo 
an eagle, surmounted by the Russian crown, with the following words beneath: 


After the reading of the ordinary Afternoon Service, the Rev. G. Retnovrry. 
delivered a IHD" (funeral sermon) in the Judeo-Polish dialect. The aged rabbi 
spoke for nearly an hour and ahalf. His discourse was replete with Talmudical and 
other quotations, Rabbi Reinovitz spoke with horror of the foul deed which had 
deprived Russia of one of the most beneficent 80 -ereigns by whom she had ever been 

ruled; he urged his hearers to be loyal both to their earthly ruler, and to the greater 

Ruler in whose hands are the destinies of all men, and he favourably dwelt on the 
good, though restricted, work whicn his late Majesty had done for his Jewish 

subjects. ‘The rabbi concluded by asking his brethren to pray for the repose of the 


soul of the Czar, and by reading a portion of our prayer for the Royal Family, in 


which he invoked the blessing of the Almighty both on the new Emperor and 
Empress, and on the Queen of free E: gland. 

The Rev. H. Wasserzua, First Reader of the North London Synagogue, then 
impressively chanted the new form of prayer for the dead, in which he named the 
late Czar. The following is a tranistion of the prayer : 

Thou O Lord of mercy and loving Kindness! (Un thy hand is the soul of every living thing, and 
the breath of all flesh) Thou killest and makess alive; thow bringest dows tothe grave and 
bringest up again. We offer our sapplication unto thee oa bo half of our brother, His Imperial 
Majesty the Emperor Alexander [L., wio has been gathered unt his peo le 
upon hia; gpardou hia transgressions, for there is no’ a just person upon earth who doeth good aud 
not emember unto toe meritorious Geeds of his fifa. and grant him nis recompense, 
‘Take his soul into thy keeping. Show him the path of life, fulness of joy in thy vresenee, pleasures 
for evermore thy right hand. Vouchsaic unto him the happiness hast Croasuced u> for che 
just, even gs it is written: Oh how great is thy goodness which thou hast laid up for those that fear 
thee, which thou hast wrought for those thas trus' in thee before the sons of men! thou who 
healest the broken hearted, and bindest up their wounds, gend thy heavenly comfort to the 
mourners, Fill their heavts with the love and reverence of thre to serve tice with a perfect heart, 
B»> that when it will please thee to cali them from earth their end may be peace. Amea!

~geutleman said that the world would estimate at its proper value the ass mbiing 


tovether of men coming from 4 country who-e laws were some of the cru-lle-t ever 
known, and who had met in solemn prayer to record the fealty they held as subjects 
of anoth:-r empire, to the rule of their‘new sovereign, aud to express horror at the 
sacr lege which had deprived Russia of one of its greatest Emperors, A'‘ter com- 
menting on the loyalty of the Jews in ancient times—iaustancing the examule of - 
Mordecai, who, on hearing of the conspiracy agaiust Aba-urrus, neither joinel a 
secret society nor became a Nihilist, but exposed the conspiracy against the king, 
although he trexated the Jews worse than since that time they had ever been 
treated in Russia—and after referring tu the persecutions which the Jews had 
@udured in past ages on account of their: loyalty to their religion aud to that 
King of: Kings Who can never be assa-sinated but Who is often insulted, Me. 
Green pointed out the duties the Jews owed to the reigning Powers, and what 
Was necessary in order to make ourse ves respected in the eyes of the world. 
He urged his hearers to bring up their children not solely as earoes’ but as: intelll- 
yeat Jews: England was not famous for it. Yeshinoth (seata of learniag) because 
tlebrew learniug did uot pay in this commercial country, aud therefore tt was incum- 
bent upon them to do s mething more than to educate their children solely m 
Hebrew and Rabbinical teachings. The Torah taught us how to be loyal, and if 
they were loyal to the Almignty, they would be loyal to their sovereign, The 
murdered Czar had been fully worthy of the consideration of the Jews. He might 
not, and could not, have been, all that a king should be in‘Eogland. Bat it should 
be remembered that in the Middle Ages Englind murdered the Jews, and drove them — 
out of the land as though they were a piague aud a pestilence If the Jew 10 _ 
Eugland were now free, the freedom was not the growth of one, but of ten centuries. 


Russian rule was, comparatively speaking, new. The Emperor could therefore not 


move as fast as he would like, and could only legis.ate by the favour or the conces- 
sion of the people by whom. he was surrounded, Let them remember, as Jews, that 
he gave treejom to twenty-three millions of slaves. We Jews worshipped liberty, 


and if the dead Emperor had done no more than that, bis memory would for ever _ 
live in our minds. But he had done more. He promoted education, and by opening 


schoo!s fur the Jews, he strove to remove from them the reproach of ignorance, He — 
wished Jewish men and children to become men of the world, civilized and polished. . 


-In conclusion, said Mr. Green, let us pray that the son will not only be as good as, . 


but better than, his father, so that we Jews may teach mankind how eruel they have | 


been to'us, and that if the world will treat us as men, we will be worchy the trast 
as men and citizens, but above all, as Jews.

“The biennial dinner of the Jews’ Hospital-aud Orphan Asylum was held 


‘on Wednesday evening at the Freemason’s Tavern, and was attended by about 


200 gentlemen, one of the largest assemblages that hav ever attended a Jowish 
festival gathering. Mr. Bayyamin L Couen, ex-President of the Orphan Asylain,

LUCAB. 

The Hon. 8AuL SAMUEL proposed “The House of Commons.” He antici- 
pated the utmost enthusiasm for the toast, as tlie House of Commona was the 
greatest deliberative assembly in the world, and formed the model for all the legis- 
lative assemblies in the world. Even at the antipodes they did their best to copy 
the characteristics and forms of the House of Commons. It was to the Honse of 
Commons that we owed religious equality and freedom—(hear, hear)—and for that, 
if for no other reason, this toast ‘would be warmly received in the present assembly, 
With the toast he coupled the name of Mr. Alderman Fowler. af, 

Mr. R. N. FowLer, M-P., who was warmly received on rising, said he had 
peculiar pleasure in being amongst them that evening. Primarily he came there at 
the instance of the Chairman, whom he had muck pleasure in supporting. The 
peculiar plea+ure which he derived from being there was attributable to the fact 


that it had been his good fortune for nearly thirty years to have been associated | 


with a kindred institation—the Orphan Asylum at Watford—over which he presided 
a fortnight ago, when he regretted the absence of Baron Henry de Worms from the 
same cause (illness) which accounted for hia absence to-day. He had looked with 
great interest at the Report of this institution. and it struck him in reading it that 
it reflected great honour on the management of those who had chargo of the inati- 
tution. They provided for 200 children . most of them orphans), and this they did 
with an economy which reflected great credit on the management of the officers and 
ail connected with the charity. In the present day we heard a great deal about 
religious difficulties and education. He thought it right that each religious body 
should endeavour, in the first place, to look after the education of their own children. 


‘That was what the Jews were doing, and he thought that they were setting a great - 


example not only in benevolence, but in the manner in which they carried on that — 


institution. (Cheers. ) 

_ Mr, A. HoOPFNUNG proposed the toast of the ‘‘Clergy,” coupling with it the namo 
of the Rev, Dr. H Adler. To the interest manifested by the Jewish clergy he mainly 
attributed the success of that and the other Jewish charities. _ | 

The Rev. Dr. H. ADLER said he was deeply indebted to Mr. H Hoffnung for the 
kind and graceful manner in which he had referred to the clergy in general, and 
especially to his father. (Cheers). He could assure them that it was a source of 
deep regret to the Chief Rabbi to be unable to be present, but that being impos- 
sible he did not cease to take the deepest interest in the institution, and he looked 
forward with keen interest to the Report in order to see for himself what improve- 
ment had taken place in the charity theanniversary of which they celebrate) that day, 
It was a peculiar source of gratification to him to know that the past and present 
masters of the school were clergymen kuown to him personally ; the progress mada 
by the pupils was also a matter of much gratification to him He did not intend to 
dwell on the present occasion either on the merits of the institution or of the clerzy 
who most cordially supported it ; but he might be pardoned if he drew an apt illus- 
tration from the Midrash.

objects which they ‘had in view well, Their sympathies were cosmopolitan ; 
they received children not only from all parts of London, but also from 
the provinces and from the colonies, He had noticed the devotion with which 
gentlemen near him had worked to secure for poor children the benefits of such an 
institution, and too much stress could not be laid on the almost salvation to struggling 
families this institution offered, Ifthe general interest were more widely spread, 
and the enthusiasm evinced in its support only equal to that shown in an election 
canvass, the practical benefits to the Asylum could soon be spread over a much wider 
For every £100 a year three children could be maintained, educated 
and started in life, and in this age of good, sound, permanent investments he did 
not know a better and a safer one than this. (Cheers and laughter.) The Chairman 
conc'uded with a warm appeal in favour of the funds of the institution. | 

Mr. J. 1. SOLOMON, one of the Vice-Presidents, and Honorary Secretary of the

mittee stated that, notwithstanding the opening of the new wing, the anticipated 
large influx of new pupils had for several reasons not been forthcoming. The aumber 
had, however, not diminished, there being 344 on the books as against

with the often expressed wish of som2 prominent members of the Jewi | 
nity, and have accordingly taken the necessary measures for placing the schools 
under Government inspection. This step has been accelerated by the action of the 
School B iard in proposing to erest a school for 1,090 children on a site immediately 
adjoining the Stepney Schools. The Conimittee, supported by residents in the neigh. 
bourhood, and by the co-operation of the Rev. J. S. Kitto, Kector of Stepney, h 


vigorously protested against this proposal, and they express the hope that they may 


be able to avert that which might otherwise be fatal to the existence of the schools. 
The work done within the schools has lost none of its efficiency, especially as regards 


the Hebrew and religious instruction. The results of the examination in drawin 
by the Science and Art Department have been equally satisfactory. The report oon: 
cludes with the hope that the generosity and public spirit of the community wil] 


relieve the Committee from those further anxieties attendant upon institutions 


which, with a moderate incone, have to meet a growing expenditure, 

The CHAIRMAN, in moviaog the adoption of the report, said it was a matter for 
congratulation that through the liberality of the community upwards of £3,220 haa 
been raised, which had enabled the Committee to liquidate the whole of their debt. 
The Committee were fully penetrated with the fact that, more than any other Jewish 
schoo’, they had induced parents to pay schol fees for their children, £363, or on. 
an average, 6d, per head having been received last year, For this success, the +ub. 
scribers were indebted to the zealous labours of the Honorary Secretary. Mr. Henry 
Hymans. Referring to the threatened opening of a Board School in the neigh- 
bourhood; Mr. Adler observed that a3 the fees in a Board School were considerably 
less than in their own school, they would lose so many of their pupils that it would 
be a subject for serious consideration whether the Committee would be justified in 
maintaining the schools. This fact, as well as a threatened diminution in the school 
fees, ha! induced the Committee to put the school uader Government. . Mr. Adler 
concluded by expressing the hope that the schools would be able to continue their 
successful work. 

Mr. Leon LEWISONN secondei the adoption of the report, which was carried 
unanimously.
